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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant continues to argue that Shaffer 
does not disclose, teach, or suggest determining if the electronic mail message has been previously compressed. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees and maintains the views previously presented. The Applicant asserts that "there may be many ways to determine 
whether a file has been previously compressed, including determining if the file is a 'zipped file'..." This corroborates the Examiner's 
position that either a file is compressed or not compressed. If a file is compressed, it has been "previously compressed". Since Shaffer 
expressly discloses determining when to compress messages (see column 7, lines 11-14) and actually compressing them, Shaffer does in 
fact determine if a file is compressed or not, leading to the ACTUAL compression of the file. Shaffer also does not teach away from this 
limitation since Shaffer does not disclose any sort of "recompression" or any duplication of compressing an already compressed file. 
Therefore, in view of the teachings and suggestions of Shaffer and the knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art regarding compression 
of files, Shaffer does disclose this limitation. Such a nominal recitation within the claims of determining whether a file has been previously 
compressed would have also at least been inherent within the teachings of Shaffer based on the reasoning regarding the "recompression" 
of compressed files as explained above since determinination of whether a file has been compressed before is a necessary step to realize 
the actual step of compressing a file which, as has been shown, is disclosed within Shaffer. Therefore, the claims are not in condition for 
allowance. 
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
